REPORT ON PERMANENT ROAD. 

The Town, under the supervision of its Board of 
‘Selectmen, have built four thousand one hundred and 
twenty-five feet of macadam road, beginning at the Plais- 
tow line on the main road near Atkinson depot, and con- 
‘tinuing to tbe residence of Orlaton L. Whittaker. The 
cold weather coming suddenly when at this point, we 
were unable to properly finish the last six hundred feet, 
‘which will need to be resurfaced in the spring. The ex- 
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pense of building the first mile of road will be somewhat 
above the average, on account of grading which seemed 
necessary to be done. The grade on the hill, near the 
residence of David C. Foote, has been changed about six 
feet, making an easy grade over one of the hard places. 

Your Board wish to express their sincere thanks to 
the citizens of the town, and many in the adjoining 
towns, who have given so liberally for the building of 
the road, and who have shown the hearty appreciation of 
the work which has been done. 

Good roads being beneficial to all, we hope the cit- 
izens of this town will continue this work as speedily as 
our circumstances would seem to admit.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Maen hare of the School Board: 


Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit to you 
a report upon the schools of your town, which is my first 
report as superintendent of the schools. 

Upon taking up my duties, I found the work of the 
schools much as would be expected in theabsence of spe- 
cial oversight: unsystematic, indefinite, with a diversity 
of text-books and a wide variance in the progress of the 
different schools. The state “Program of Studies,” an 
excellent outline, remained inactive through lack of in- 
telligent application by some responsible head and had 
become to the teachers, a dead letter. I began right 
here and after getting acquainted with the work and 
conditions of the schools, outlined somewhat tentatively 
a definite course of study applicable to these conditions, 
and then looked to it that the teachers applied and fol- 
lowed it. By this means, a definite requirement was set 
for all teachers to meet and the work in all the schocls 
became regular, systematic, and will in time be uniform. 
The organizing of our forces is but begun. One per- 
son cannot make a course of study perfect in every de- 
tail, During the Spring I shall hold teachers’ meetings 
where the work and plans may be discussed and the pre- 
sent course of study revised as may be needed for better 
work next year. Asa further effort to secure uviformity, 
the work of each month is outlined in advance and each 
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teacher reports at the end of the month what she has 
accomplished. In this way, the weak spots, are found 
and strengthened and the school board may ba kept in- 
formed once a month of the work and progress of each 
school in each study. 

Examinations are given twice a year by the superin- 
tendent to test the work of the children and to see how 
nearly it weasures up to that outlined in the course of 
study. The results of the only examination that has, so 
far b-en given, were fairly satisfactory. 

Handwriting is so impcrtant a branch of the curric- 
ulum and so commonly misjudged by the parents that I 
feel it necessary to state what is being done along this 
line. At ten years of age the average child knows well 
enough how to shape the letters of the alphabet and it is 
unprofitable thereafter, at stated periods each day, to 
keep him “drawing” more and more nearly perfect copies 
in his writing book as an exhibition of bis penmanship. 
It is just here that appearances are so deceptive and mis- 
leading. Any child can make a five showing. To judge 
intelligently how proficient the child really is in penman- 
ship you should see the work actually performed. 1s it ex- 
ecuted rapidly and in such a way as not to tire the hand? 
Tf not, however perfect it may be in appearance, it is 
nothing more or less than a “drawing” and has no claim 
to be considered handwriting. The so-called muscular 
movement, taught in all business schools but never in- 
sisted upon in the public schcols, with its easy and rapid 
execution, is the goal we are striving to reach here. The 
immediate effect is to convert what were good “artists” 
into wretched penmen, but the results will fully justify 
the course that has been taken. 

The teaching force remained intact throughout the 
year. 

In April, at a joint meeting of the school boards of 
Hudson, Salem and Atkinson, the services of a superin- 
tendent were engaged, half of whose salary was to be paid 
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by the State and half by the three towns, The apportion- 
ment was as tollows:To Atkinson, three twelfths; to Hud- 
son four twelfths; to Salem five twelfths This means 
that for supervision these towns pay in that order respec- 
tively, $150, $200 and $250. 

In general the same criticism may be made of the 
school work here as anywhere; we study words, memo- 
rize words and do not learn things; w> confine children 
in school rooms too early in Jife; we do not train enough 
legs, eyes, ears, and arms; we develop imperfectly or not 
at all common sense, judgment, power of observation and 
clear thinking; we attempt to run all children into one 
mould; we separate education from life. However, criti- 
cism is easy. To point out sure methods of improvement 
and changes that will certainly make for betterment in 
education, is difficult. The way has been, to some extent, 
blazed for us. Many cities and towns get excellent re- 
sults along these lines; nature study, handwork, manual 
training, elementary agriculture. ‘lo develop the whole 
child, to train all his faculties to the end that he may be- 
come perfectly at home in the world in which he lives, 
should be our purpose and our duty.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


This is our first-year with a Superintendent and we 
believe it should be continued as benefit must come after 
plans, systems and courses of study are adopted. It has 
taken some time to find what was needed to perfect it 
and place it in the schools, and get the teachers in har- 
mony with it. This has been accomplished. A test has 
been given each scholar with as good results as could be 
expected where tests were unusual. This the Superin- 
tendent intends to have done each month so he may 
know what improvement is made individually. As the 
tests in the different grades will be uniform for all 
schools, competition will be encouraged because a record 
of all the tests will be given each school, affording earch 
scholar an opportunity to know what the scholars in the 
other schools are doing, and bringing conditions as 
nearly as possible to what they might be in one large 
school. . 
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Besides this, the Superintendent knows better the 
qualities that make good teachers; he can assist them. 
when they need it; he can fill vacancies better with less 
interruption of the school work and by knowing where 
each scholar is he can place new teachers in a position 
to goright on with the work, saving them any delay in 
getting acquainted with conditions in the school; he 
knows what to buy, where to buy; and how to use every 
necessity of the school room. Now co-operation of the 
parents by visits to the schools, encouraging tie children 
to do as requested by the teachers, and giving them all 
the moral support possible will bring better results and 
is worthy of trial. 

No two persons sea the same subject alike ; therefore 
the schooJs must not be hampered by directions from 
parents as this often stops all the good that might have 
been accomplished. If trouble arises report to the Su- 
perintendent, who will attend to it at his earliest con- 
venience and save harm that would otherwise be done to 
the school.
